"And hero is the 1'ist chapter in the 


eventful history, showing a sword that is 
a mere military aceouleruient, "xxithom 
any idea of being used for any purpose 
other than s\ bad^e of rank. Its glory has 
departed, its end has come, for it is noxv 
being discarded even as an emblem of 
military authority and will he knoxxn 
only iti song and story."—Xexv \'ork Her- 
ald.

ALLIGATORS SCARCE. 


Demand For Their Skins For Bags is 


the Reason. 


.In five or six yeais it will be hard 


to got alligator skins, for the loason 
that they are all being killed off. Ten 
years ago it was no uncommon thing 
to got a skin from ten to twelve feet 
long, but now one eight feet long is a 
rarity. 


This comes from the use of alligator 


leather in the making of valises. For- 
>:;erly about the only demand for ihe 
t.kins was for thoos. but in these elays, 
few shoemakers use them. It was a 
lad, and the fad has gone out of date. 
Hut when valises of the skins came in 
the superior quality of the leather for 
this purpose was at once appaicnt, 
and the demand increased by leaps 
and bounds. There arc hundreds of 
alligator hunters along the southern 
coast, and their work is showing 
plainly. For a long time there were 
1'lenty ol alligators along the bayous 
and the marshes near New Orleans, 
but now the hunters have to go to 
\ estern Louisiana, 
Mississippi and 


elsewhere for them. The Mermentau 
river and its tributaries is a place 
where they have not all been killed, 
and many of the choicest skins come 
Irom there. Some of the Mermentau 
skins' are as !ong as eight feet, and 
these* fetch about $1.50. 


The back'of the alligator, long sup- 


posed to be useless for leather pur- 
oses. is now used in the heavier val- 
ises. Formerly only the skin from the 


ndorsice v.-as considered o£ any ac- 
count, but now all parts of it are of 
ot service.
